Most past -tense verbs denote an event which took place and ceased 
at some past time. When the expression it introduces modifies such a 
verb, the preposition mundu is translatable by 'ago' otherwise, mundu 
usually indicates continuation starting with a specified point in time:

The compound cardinals with multiples of ten 

The compound cardinals 21 and 23-99 are formed by inserting the 
conjunction wa 'and' between the units and the tens, with the units 
preceding the tens. The feminine form for 'one' in these combinations 
is iHdaa rather than waaHida (t) . The following are examples (all in 
the nominative case) : 

A. With masculine units: 

waaHidun wa 9isruuna '21' 

GalaaGun wa 9isruuna '23' 

arba9un wa 9isruuna '24* 

xamsun wa 9isruuna ' 25 ' 

sittun wa 9isruuna '26' 

sab9un wa 9isruuna '27'

B. With feminine units:

The above pattern applies to the rest of the compounds up to 
ninety-nine. The units 3-9 are masculine if the counted noun is 
feminine and feminine if the counted noun is masculine; the masculine 
form waaHid is used when the counted noun is masculine, and the feminine 
form iHdaa is used when the counted noun is feminine. 

Except for the form iHdaa , the units are inflected for case (the 
masculine indefinite forms for 'eight' are Gamaaniyan in the accusative 
case and Gamaanin in the other two cases; the masculine definite forms 
for the same numeral are aQQamaaniya in the accusative case and 
aGGamaanii in the other two cases). Likewise, the tens are inflected 
for case. 
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When indefinite, the counted noun follows the numeral, and when 
definite it precedes the numeral. In the first situation, the counted 
noun is singular and accusative; in the second situation, the counted 
noun is plural and the definite article is prefixed to both the unit 
and the ten.
